I will draw near Thy altar, O my God, 
there to gain new strength and vigour to my 
soul, and by Thy grace separate me from 
those unbelievers who have no trust in Thee. 

That grace which com foils me, when the 
remembrance of my sins afflicts and casts 
me down. 

That grace which lets me know there is 
an everlasting refuge in Thy goodness, and 
that Thou art ready to forgive even our 
greatest sins upon a sincere repentance. 

The people may say the Confiteor after the 
Priest, or as follows: 

I CONFESS then and acknowledge, O my 
God, not only to Thee, to whom the secrets 
of my heart are already known, but also to 
that sacred assembly of saints which are 
eternally blessed with Thy presence, to all 
about me, that are here present, groaning 
under the burden of sin, that I have infi- 
nitely offended Thee in ray thoughts, in my 
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words, and in my actions; and that nothing 
but Thy infinite mercy can equal my sins ; 
therefore, I beseech those favourites of 
heaven, that are always attending Thy di- 
vine majesty, to intercede for me: And, first, 
that glorious and perpetual Virgin, Thy ever 
blessed mother; then Thy pure and holy an- 
gels, and all Thy saints, who are inflamed 
with divine charity; and lastly, all those who 
here below are endeavouring, though at a 
distance, to follow their great example. 

After the CoitfUeor. 

O MT GOD, who hast commanded us to 
pray for one another, and in Thy holy church 
hast given, even to sinners, the power of ab- 
solving us from sin ; receive with an equal 
bounty, the prayers of Thy people for the 
priest, and those of Thy priest for the people. 

When the Priest is going up to the Altar. 
UNITE, O Lord, our hearts and our wills, 
and remove from us every thing that may 
any way make us unfit for appearing in thy 
sanctuary. 

Though we are unworthy of ourselves, 
yet our comfort is, we are the legitimate pos- 
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terity of those blessed saints, whose sacred 
relics are placed near Thy holy altars. Grant 
then, through their prayers, what Thou mayst 
justly refuse us through the slothful tepidity 
of ours, and forgive us all our sins. 

At the Introit, or when the Priest goes first 
to the Book. 

GRANT, Lord, we may be truly prepared 
for the offering of this great sacrifice to Thee 
this day ; and because our sins alone can 
render us displeasing to Thee, therefore, we 
call aloud to Thee for mercy. 

At the Kyrie Eleison. 

HAVE mercy on me, O Lord, and forgive 
me all my sins : and though I have nothing 
of my own to move thy goodness, yet let my 
importunity prevail ; have mercy on me, O 
Lord, have mercy on me.

ACCEPT, O Eternal Father, this offering 
we make Thee : it is only bread as yet : but, 
by a miracle of Thy power and grace, Thou 
art going to make of it a holy and eternal 
host, who offers himself to Thee for the sal- 
vation of all the faithful, absent and present, 
living and dead. Regard not, O Lord, our 
misery except it be with an eye of pity ; but 
look on that eternal Priest, Christ Jesus, who 
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being innocent and spotless, is continually 
our advocate before Thee, pleading for the 
remission of our sins, and the relief of our 
necessities. 


When the Priest , at the Corner of the Altar , 
puts Wine and Watei' into the Chalice. 

IN Thy incarnation, O Lord, Thou hast 
united Thy divinity to our frail human na- 
ture ; but go on still daily, we beseech Thee, 
with Thy works of mercy ; and grant that 
we, Thy people, may be so truly united to 
Thee, that neither interest, pleasure, nor 
neglect, may be ever able to divide us from 
Thee. 


When the Priest offers the Chalice in the 
Middle of the Altar. 

WE offer Thee, O Lord, the chalice of salva- 
tion, beseeching Thy clemency, that it may 
ascend before Thy divine Majesty, as a sweet 
perfume, for our salvation, and for that of 
the whole world. 


When the Priest bows down. 
ACCEPT us, O Lord, in the spirit of huini- 
litv, and a contrite heart : and so may o 


sacrifice be made this day in Thy sight, that 
it may be pleasing to Thee, O Lord God. 

When he blesses the Bread and Wine t which 
he has offered , making the sign of the Cross 
over them. 

THERE remains now this to be done by 
Thee, my Lord, that Thou come, O most holy 
and Almighty God, and bless and sanctify 
what already begins to belong to Thee. 

When the Priest washes his fingers at the 
Comer of the Altar. 

THOU, O Lord, who once vouohsafedst to 
wash Thy disciples’ feet, before tbeir invita- 
tion to Thy holy Table, wash us also, we be- 
seech Thee, O Lord; and wadi us again, 
not only our feet and hands, but our hearts, 
our desires, and our souls, that we may be 
wholly innooent and pure. 

When the Priest in the Middle qf the 4Uar t 
stands bowing down. 

RECEIVE, O holy Trinity, this oblatiou we 
make to Thee, in memory of the passiol, 
resurrection, and ascension of our Lord Jecna 

Christ; and in honour of the ever blear'd 
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Viigin Mary, of blessed John Baptist, of the 
holy apostles Peter and Paul, and of all the 
Saints, that it may be available to their 
honour and our salvation. And may they 
vouchsafe to intercede for us in heaven, 
whose memory we celebrate on earth ; through 
the same Christ our Lord. Amen. 

When he turn s about and says , Orate Fra- 
tres, the People ought to pray, as he desires , 
saying: 

MAY our Lord receive this sacrifice from 
thy hands, to the praise and glory of His 
name, for our good, and the benefit of His 
whole church. 

When the Priest is saying the Prayers in the 
Book, proper to the Day, in a low voice, the 
People may thus join with him : 
MERCIFULLY hear our prayers, O Lord, 
and graciously accept this oblation, which 
we Thy servants are making to Thee ; that 
as we offer it to the honour of Thy name, so 
it may be to us here, a means of obtaining 
Thy grace, and in the next life everlasting 
happiness. 
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On a Sunday, or Holy day, this may be said : 
ACCEPT, O Lord, we beseech Tbee, both 
our offerings and prayers ; and, by this holy 
sacrifice, work such a change in our hearts, 
that, our affections being taken off from the 
things of this world, our desires may be 
wholly fixed ou heaven. 

On the Festival of a Saint.

As our life is but one 
continued series of Thy favours towards us, 
so let us continue our daily thanksgivings to 
Thee. 

Behold the whole hierarchy of Thy holy 
angels, who stand always trembling in Thy 
presence, are now with us going to adore 
Thee, on this altar. Permit us, O Lord, to 
join our weak and tepid praises in concert 
with their divine hymn, and say in a humble 
manner — 

Holy, holy, holy, Lord God of Sabaoth, 
the heavens and earth are Aill of Thy glory. 
Hosanna in the highest. Blessed is he that 
comes in the name of our Lord, Hosanna in 
the highest. 


When ike Priest begins the Canon , bowing 
down , and in a low Voice: 

MOST mercifhl Father, who hast given us 
Thy only son to be our daily sacrifice, we 
beseech Thee, in the name of this holyvio- 
tim, incline Thy ear to our prayers, and fa- 
vour our desires. 

Thou who art the pastor of all pastors, 
protect, unite, and govern Tby holy church 
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through the whole world ; pour forth Thy 
blessings on his present Holiness, and on 
that Prelate who has a particular charge 
over us. Preserve and save our Queen, ren- 
der her both good and great in this life, and 
eternally happy in the next; and give a bless- 
ing to her subjects. 

When the Priest makes his Memento , stand- 
ing with his hands joined before his breast, 
the FaiHful ought at the same time to make 
their Memento, praying in particular for 
themselves and friends, tfc. something after 
this manner : 

I OFFER Thee, O eternal Father, with this 
Thy minister at the altar, this ohlation of the 
body and blood of Thy only Son, to Thy 
honour and glory, in remembrance of my 
Saviour’s passion, in thanksgiving for Thy 
benefits, in satisfaction for all my sins, and 
for obtaining Thy grace, whereby I may be 
enabled to live virtuously and die happily. 
I beseech Thee likewise to accept it, O God, 
for N. N. my parents, friends, and benefac- 
tors ; grant them all blessings, spiritual and 
temporal: likewise for all such as are in 
misery ; for those I have any ways injured in 
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word or deed ; for all my enemies ; for the 
conversion of sinners, and enlightening of 
all that sit in darkness. Pour forth Thy 
blessings on all, according to their different 
necessities : through the merits of Thy only 
Son our Lord. 

Here every one may add their Particular Ne- 
cessities , as likewise of their Friends , <$'C. 
GIVE ear, we beseech Thee, to the prayers 
of Thy servant, who is here appointed to 
make this oblation on our behalf ; and grant 
it may be effectual for the obtaining those 
blessings which he asks for us. 

Be Thou, O Lord, the eternal bond of all 
our friendships and societies : and as Thou 
hast vouchsafed to join us not only in com- 
munion with Thy sacred household of faith 
here below, but also with those who are 
now triumphing in heaven, with the martyrs 
and apostles, and Thy blessed virgin mother; 
be thou the sacred tie to fasten and preserve 
us therein for ever. 

When the Priest holds his hands spread over 
the Chalice. 

BEHOLD, O Lord, we all here, though of 
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different conditions, yet united by charity, I 
as members of that one body of which Thy I 
dear Son is the head, present to Thee, in 
this bread and wine, the symbols of our per- 
fect union. Grant, O Lord, that they may 
be made for us, who are here below, the true 
body and blood of Thy dear Son, that being 
consecrated to Thee by this holy victim, we 
may live in Thy service, and depart this life 
in Thy grace. 

He that is Almighty, he that is Truth it- 
self, has said with his holy mouth, “ This is 
my body.” And how then can we doubt the 
truth of it? He that has made all things of 
nothing by his word, is he not to be believed, 
when he says he has changed one thing into 
another ? Yes, I believe, and adore. 

At the Elevation of the Host. 

MOST adorable body, I adore Thee with all 
the powers of my soul. O Lord, who hast 
given thyself wholly to us, grant we may 
become entirely Thine. I believe, O Lord, 
help my unbelief. Most merciful Saviour, 
be Thou my protector; strengthen and de- 
fend me by Thy heavenly grace, now, and 
especially at the hour of my death, sweet 
Jesus. Amen. 
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At the Elevation of the Chalice. 

MOST adorable blood, that washeth away 
all our sins, I adore Thee : happy we, if we 
can return our life and blood for Thine. O 
Jesus, do Thou cleanse, sanctify, and pre- 
serve our souls to eternal life. live, Jesus, 
in us, and we in Thee. 

After the Elevation. 

IT is now, O Lord, with grateful hearts, we 
call to mind the sacred mysteries of Thy 
passion and death, Thy resurrection and as- 
cension. Here is Thy body that was broken, 
here is Thy blood that was shed for us, of 
which these exterior signs are but the figures, 
and yet in reality contain the substance. It 
is now we truly offer Thee, O Lord, that 
pure and holy victim, which I'hou hast 
been pleased to give us, of which all the 
other sacrifices were but so many types and 
figures. 

If with a favourable eye Thou hast re- 
garded the sacrifices of Abel, of Abraham, 
of Melchisedech, look likewise on ours ; for 
however weak our faith may be, yet our 
sacrifice is greater than theirs, and only 
worthy of Thy heavenly altar. 
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When the Priest bows down. 
ALMIGHTY GOD, who art infinitely good, 
look not to our sins, but on the infinite ran- 
som paid for them. And now, while it is 
offered on our altars here below, do Thou 
receive it on Thy altar above; here from 
our hands ; but there from the angel of great 
counsel, that eternal Priest* who is himself 
both priest and victim, all in Thee as Thou 
art all in Him. Bless all those who here 
partake of this holy sacrifice, either by their 
lips or hearts. 

While the Priest makes his Memento for 
the Dead, standing in silence, with his 
hands joined before his breast , the Faith- 
ful ought likewise to make their Memento 
thus: 

I OFFER Thee again, O Lord, this holy 
sacrifice of the body and blood of Thy only 
Son, in behalf of the faithftxl departed, and 
in particular for the souls of N. N. my pa- 
rents, relations, benefactors, neighbours, &c. 
likewise of such as I have anywise ir\jured, 
or been the occasion of their sins ; of such as 
have injured me, and been my enemies ; of 
such as die in war, or have none to pray for 
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them, &c. For these and all others, as many 
as are yet in the state of penance, waiting 
for their discharge, we beseech Thee to hear 
us: — Grant them rest, O Lord, and eternal 
salvation ; and admit them to the company 
of l)hy blessed saints. 

When the Priest strikes his breast, and in a 
loud voice, says, Nobis quoque peccatori- 
bus : And to us sinners. 

VOUCHSAFE to grant the same one day to 
us, poor and miserable sinners as we are, 
and judge us not according to our demerits; 
but, through the infinite multitude of Thy 
mercies, in which we hope, liberally extend 
to us Thy grace and pardon. 

We ask it of Thee in the name of Thy dear 
Son, who lives and reigns eternally with 
Thee, and in that form of prayer which he 
himself hath taught us. 

At the Pater Noster.

My soul languishes with an ardent desire 
of entering into the house of the Lord. I 
love Thee, Omy God, with all my heart! 0 
that I could always eqjoy the presence of 
Thy adorable body, which is the pledge of 
our eternal happiness! I adore Thy goodness, 
and return Thee infinite thanks, O gracious 
Lord, for Thy inestimable favour and mercy 
in admitting me to be present this day at the 
dread sacrifice, where Thou art both priest 
and victim. Make me, O God, always sen- 
sible of this great blessing, and let not my 
unworthiness put a stop to the effect of Thy 
mercy and goodness. 

When the Chalice is covered , he goes to the 
Book, and reads to the Communion.

Instructions for Confession. 

1st. IN order to prepare yourself to make a 
good confession, endeavour in the first place 
to recommend the matter earnestly to God ; 
and for some days beforehand, frequently 
and fervently beg his divine grace and assist- 
ance. 

2dly. Examine your conscience with a just 
and faithful diligence, but without anxiety or 
too much scrupulousness, helping your me- 
moi-y by reflecting on your particular inclina- 
tions, and the circumstances of place, com- 
pany, employment, &c. 

3dly. In going to confession, humble your- 
self by considering the majesty of God, and 
your own many infirmities and great un- 
worthiness. 
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4thly. Let your confession be plain, entire, 
and prudent ; neither obscuring your faults 
with dark words, nor concealing any thing 
of moment, nor using expressions immodest 
or prejudicial to a third person. 

5thly. Excite yourself to a true and hearty 
contrition, detesting your sins for the love of 
God, and resolving firmly to forsake them. 

6thly. For satisfaction,, (besides your per- 
formance of the penance which is eqjoined) 
you must labour to conquer all inclinations 
to the sins you have confessed; if you have 
injured any, you must make restitution as 
for as you are able; if by your example, or 
otherwise, you hare given scandal or occa- 
sion of sin, you must, by contrary virtues, 
endeavourto recompense the spiritual damage 
of your neighbour. 

A Prayer to implore the Divine Assistance, 
in order to make a good confession. 

O ALMIGHTY and most merciful God, 
who hast made me out of nothing, and 
redeemed me by the precious blood of Thy , 
only Son ; who hast with so much patience, 
borne with me to this day, notwithstanding 
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all ray sins and ingratitude ; ever calling 
after me to return to Thee from the ways of 
vanity and iniquity, in which I have been 
quite wearied out in the pursuit of empty 
toys and mere shadows ; seeking in vain to 
satisfy my thirst with muddy waters, aud 
my hunger with husks of swine; behold, O 
most gracious Lord, I now sincerely desire to 
leave all these my evil ways, to forsake this 
region of death, where I have so long lost 
myself, and to return to Thee, the Fountain 
of Life. I desire, like the prodigal child, to 
enter seriously into myself, and with the like 
resolution, to arise without delay, and go 
home to my Father, though I am infinitely 
unworthy to be called his child, in hopes of 
meeting with the like reception from His 
most tender mercy. But, O my God, though 
I can go astray from Thee fast enough of 
myself, yet I cannot make one step towards 
returning to Thee, unless Thy divine grace 
stir me up and assist me. This grace, then, 
I most humbly implore, prostrate iD the 
spirit before the throne of Thy mercy ; I beg 
it for the sake of Jesus Christ Thy Son, who 
died upon the cross for my sins. I know 
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Thou dearest not the death of a sinner, but 
that he be converted and live. I know Thy 
mercies are above all Thy works, and I most 
confidently hope, that as in Thy mercy Thou 
hast spared me so long, and hast now given 
me this desire of returning to Thee; so Thou 
wilt finish the work Thou hast begun, and 
bring me to a perfect reconciliation with 
Thee. 

I desire now to comply with Thy holy 
institution of the Sacrament of Penance ; I 
desire to confess my sins with afi sincerity to 
Thee and to Thy minister ; and therefore I 
desire to know myself, and to call myself to 
an account by a diligent examination of my 
conscience. But, O my God, how miserably 
shall I deceive myself, if Thou assist me not 
in this great work by Thy heavenly light. 
O ! remove then every veil that hides any of 
my sins from me, that I’ may see them all 
in their true colours, and may sincerely 
detest them. O let me not any longer be 
imposed upon by the enemy, or by my own 
self-love, so as to mistake vioe for virtue, to 
hide myself from myself, or any way to flatter 
myself, in my sins. 
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But, O my good God, what will it avail 
me to know my sins, if Thou dost not also 
give me a hearty sorrow and repentance for 
them ? Without this, my sins will be all upon 
me still, and I shall be still Thy enemy and 
a child of hell. Thou insistest upon a change 
of heart , without which there can be no re- 
conciliation with Thee: and this change of 
heart none but Thou can give. 0 ! give it 
me then, dear Lord, at this time. Give me 
a lively faith, and a firm hope in the passion 
of my Redeemer; teach me to fear Thee, and 
to love Thee. Give me, for Thy mercy’s 
sake, a hearty sorrow for having offended so 
good a God. Teach me to detest my evil 
w'ays ; to abhor all my past ingratitudes ; to 
hate myself now with a perfect hatred for my 
many treasons against Thee. 0 ! give me a 
full and firm resolution of a new life for the 
future, and unite me to Thee with an eternal 
band of love, which nothing in life or death 
may ever break. 

Grant me, also, the grace to make an en- 
tire and sincere confession of my sins, and to 
accept of the confusion of it, as a penance 
justly due to my transgressions. Let not the 
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enemy, with all its artifices, prevail upon me 
to pass over any thing through foar or 
shame ; rather let me die than consent to so 
great an evil. Let not self-love deceive me, 
as I fear it has done too often. O ! grant, 
that this confession at least may be good, and 
for the sake of Jesus Christ, Thy Son, who 
died for me and for all sinners, assist me in 
every part of my preparation for it, that I may 
go through every part of it with the same care 
and diligence, as I should be glad to do at 
the hour of my death ; that so being perfectly 
reconciled to Thee, I may never offend Thee 
more. 

O blessed Virgin, Mother of my Redeemer, 
mirror of innocence and sanctity, and refuge 
of penitent sinners, intercede for me through 
the passion of Thy Son, that I may have the 
grace to make a good confession. All you 
blessed angels and saints of God, pray forme 
a poor-miserable sinner, that 1 may now, for 
good and all, turn from my evil ways, that 
so henceforward my heart may be for ever 
united with yours in eternal love, and never 
more go astray from the Sovereign Good. 
Amen. 
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[This or the like prayer, may be frequently 
repeated for some days before confession, in 
order to obtain from God the grace of making 
a good confession.] 

Inoculations which may he repeated often 
before Confession. 

JESUS, reduce into my mind, the sins and 
wickedness whereby I have offended Thee. 

Jesus, grant me the spirit of perfect pe- 
nance, that by contrition, confession, and 
satisfaction, I may obtain Thy grace, and 
thoroughly cleanse my conscience. 

Jesus, have mercy on me a wretched sinner, 
whom Thou didst redeem w ith Thy precious 
blood. 

Jesus, son of David, have mercy on me. 
Enter not into judgment with Thy servant, 
O Lord : for in Thy sight no man living shall 
be justified. 


Prayer before Sacramental Confession. 

O MAKER of heaven and earth, King of 
kings, and Lord of lords, who of noth 
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oreatedst me to Thine own image, and re- 
deemed st me with Thy most precious blood ; 
whom I, a sinner, am not worthy to name, 
or so much as to think on, I humbly be- 
seech Thee, that Thou wouldst look on me in 
Thy pity, and have compassion on me, who 
showedst mercy to the woman of Canaan, 
and Mary Magdalene, who forgavest the pub- 
lican, and the penitent thief. To Thee, most 
holy God, I confess my sins, which, if I 
would, I cannot hide from Thy sight. Have 
mercy on me, O Christ ; for I have exceed- 
ingly offended Thee in thought, word, and 
deed; through my fault, through my fault, 
through my exceeding great fault.

Receive me, therefore, O 
ray gracious Lord, returning to Thee, though 
sinful and unworthy: for, if I am impure, 
Thou canst make me clean ; if I am sick, 
Thou canst heal me; if I am cast down, 
Thou canst revive me : Thy mercy is fax- 
greater than my iniquity, and Thou canst 
forgive more than I can offend.

Make 
me direct all my actions to Thy hoixour, 
and diligently redeem the time I have 
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spent, that so, by a holy life, I may be brought 
to a happy death, and rejoioe with Thee to 
all eternity. Amen.

of any other person ? Have I, either by lewd I 
or profane conversation, or by any other way* | 
given scandal to anyone; or been the occa- 
sion of their sinning ? 

The Sixth Commandment. 

HAVE I been guilty of any acts of impurity? 
(Under this head, all sins against purity 
must be carefully examined ; as well as what 
soever conducted to their indulgence or com- 
mission.) Have I been guilty of filthy talk- 
ing? of reading immodest books? of indeli- 
cacy of dress ? of looking at unchaste ob- 
jects ? of taking any improper or dangerous 
liberties ? 

The Seventh Commandment. 

HAVE I been guilty of stealing ; or of any 
way wronging my neighbour? Have I ne- 
glected the work to which I was hired ? Have 
I given away what was not mine ? or taken 
from those who were not allowed to give? 
Have I neglected to make restitution ? Have 
I neglected or refhsed to pay my debts ?

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The Eighth Commandment. 

HAVE I been guilty of lies? of rash judg- 
ment ? of detraction ? Have I done any 
injury to any one, by speaking ill of him? 
Have I listened with satisfaction to detrac- 
tion ? Have I carried tales backwards and 
forwards, so as to cause misunderstandings 
amongst neighbours ? 

The Ninth Commandment. 

HAVE I taken pleasure in any unchaste 
thoughts or imaginations?

HAVE I desired any loss, or misfortune, to 
any one, in order to be the gainer by it ? Have 
I entertained any design, or wish, to steal ? 

The Capital , or Deadly, Sins. 

HAVE I indulged the feelings of pride ? or 
of vanity ? or of self-conceit ? 

Have I been covetous? hard-hearted, or 
refused to give alms? Have I been guilty, 
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either of drinking or of eating to any excess ? 
Have I contributed to the drunkenness, or to 
any excess, in others ? 

Have I indulged anger? given injurious 
words ? quarrelled with any one ? or insulted 
any one ? 

Have I repined at my neighbour’s suc- 
cesses and prosperity ? Have I rqjoioed at 
his misfortunes? 

[Having, by the help of the above Table, as 
well as by serious consideration, brought be- 
fore your mind the different sins which you 
have been guilty of, along with the aggra- 
vating circumstances which may have attend- 
ed them ; and the number of times you may 
have fallen into the same offences; having 
done this, say then the following prayer.— 
(Or if you do not recollect much to confess, 
call to mind the more grievous sins of your 
past life.)—] 

A Prayer for obtaining Contrition . 

I have now here before me, 0 Lord, a sad 
prospect of the manifold offences, by which I 
have displeased Thy divine Majesty, and 
which I am assured will appear in judgment 
against me, if I repent not, and my soul be 
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not disposed by a hearty sorrow to receive 
Thy pardon. But this sorrow, O Lord, this 
repentance, must be Tby free gift; and if it 
come not from the hand of Thy mercy, all 
my endeavours will be in vain, and I shall 
be for ever miserable. Have mercy, there- 
fore, on me, O Father of mercies, and pour 
forth into my heart Thy graoe, whereby I 
may sincerely repent of all my sins ; give me 
a true contrition, that I may bewail my past 
misery and ingratitude, and grieve from my 
heart for having offended Thee, so good a 
God. Permit me not to be deluded with a 
fiilse sorrow, as, I fear, I have been too often, 
trough my own weakness or neglect; but 
let it be now Thy gift, descending from Thee, 
the Father of light, that so my repentance 
may be accompanied with amendment and a 
change of life, and I may be fully acquitted 
from the guilt of all my sins, and onoe more 
received into the number of Thy servants. 
Through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 

Affection* and Resolutions. 

MY Lord, and my All ! I am confounded at 

the multitude and enormity of my offences 
against so good a God ; I dare not presume 
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even to lift up my eyes to heaven, much less 
to come near Thy altar, after so many trea- 
sons against Thee. Alas ! what shall I now 
do, O Lord ? What shall I say ? But, with the 
humble publican, strike my breast, and cry 
out to Thee, O Qod be merciful to me a sin- 
ner. 

My sins exceed in number the hairs of my 
head, and the sands of the sea ; but Thy 
mercies are more innumerable than my sins. 
O, Ocean of mercy, have compassion on a 
poor miserable sinner, and make me now at 
least a true penitent. 

Father, I have sinned against heaven, and 
in Thy sight, and am not worthy to be called 
Thy child : O ! receive me as one of the least i 
of Thy servants, and never suffer me to go 
astray from Thee any more. 

It grieves me, O my God, that I have 
offended Thee: I am heartily sorry for all 
the sins I have commuted against Thy in- 
finite goodness.

0 ! that I had never offended my God ! 0, 
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that I had never sinned ! Happy those souls 
who have never lost their baptismal inno- 
cence. Ah ! sweet Jesus, that I had been so 
happy. 

Have mercy on me, 0 God, according to 
Thy great mercy ; and according to the mul- 
titude of thy tender mercies, blot out all my 
iniquities. Wash me yet more from my ini- 
quities, and cleanse me from my sins; bo- 
cause I know my iniquities and my sins are 
always before me. 

O ! that I could now, like Magdalen, pre- 
sent myself at the feet of my Saviour! O ! 
that I could wash them with my tears ! O ! 
suffer me, dear Lord, to lay down all my sins 
at Thy feet, to be cancelled by Thy precious 
blood. 

Lord, Thou hast said there is j oy in heaven 
upon one sinner doing penance, more than 
upon ninety-nine just : 0 ! give me now grace 
to be a true penitent indeed, that so heaven 
may rejoice in my conversion. 

Thou earnest, O my dear Redeemer, not to 
call the just, but sinners to repentance; look 
down upon me, a poor miserable sinner, and 
draw me now powerfully to Thee by tliy 
grace. 
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I know Thou wiliest not the death of a 
sinner, but that he be converted and live; 
O ! let me no longer remain dead in my sins 
O ! let me now at least begin to live to Thee. 

Create a clean heart in me, O God ; and 
renew a right spirit within my bowels. O ! 
grant that I may now serve Thee in good 
earnest! 0! let this be the change of the 
right hand of the Most High. 

Thou hast made me, O my God, and re- 
deemed me by Thy most precious blood. O ! 
despise not the work of Thy hands ! O ! let 
not Thy blood be spilt for me in vain ! 

Too late have I known Thee, O ancient 
Truth! Too late have I loved Thee, O an- 
cient Beauty ! Too long have I gone astray 
from Thee! From this moment, 0 my Sove- 
reign Good, I desire to be for ever thine. 
O ! let nothing in life or death ever separate 
me from Thee any more ! 

O ! Divine Lover of penitent souls, give me 
henceforward a contrite and humble heart 
O ! I desire from this hour to offer this sacri- 
fice daily to Thee, till the end of my life. 

O Divine Love, how little art Thou known 
in this wicked world; how little art Thou 
loved! Come now to me, and take flill pos- 
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session of my whole heart and soul for time 
and eternity. 

Thy mercy has been infinite, in bearing so 
long with such an ungrateful sinner as I have 
been, and in daily heaping thy favours upon 
me. Add this one favour, O Lord, to all the 
rest, that henceforward by thy grace I may 
never offend Thee more. This one thing I 
earnestly beg of Thee, for thy infinite mercy’s 
sake, and through the death and passion of 
Thy only Son, hear this one prayer, I be- 
seech Thee, and in all things else do with me 
what Thou pleasest. 

I am resolved, by Thy grace, never more to 
return to my sins ; O rather let me die than 
offend Thee, wilfUIly, any more. I am re- 
solved to fly all evil company, and dangerous 
occasions : and to take proper measures for a 
thorough amendment of my life for the fu- 
ture. All this I resolve ; but Thou knowest 
my frailty, O my God ; and if Thou assist 
me not by Thy grace, all my resolutions will 
prove ineffectual, and I shall be for ever 
miserable. O look on me, 0 Lord, that I 
may never betray Thee any more. 


[ Here the penitent ought to make acts c 
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Faith, Hope, aud Charity, p. 8. Alter which 
be may repeat, with the humble dispositions 
of holy David, the psalm. Have mercy on 
me, O God , SfC. He should also think upon 
the measures he must take for an entire 
amendment of life for the time to come, con* 
sidering well what have been the occasions of 
his sins, what circumstances are apt to be 
dangerous to bim ; what precautions he must 
take against those dangers for the future ; 
what pious exercises he must daily make use 
of; such as prayer, meditation, spiritual 
reading, &c., when, and how often, frequent 
the sacraments, &o. 

When the penitent finds himself heartily 
sorry for having offended God, and ftilly de- 
termined for the time to come, to amend his 
life, and avoid all mortal sins, and the imme- 
diate occasions of them : he may then go to 
confession; in which he may follow this 
method. 


The method of Cotfession. 

“ 1 . The penitent kneeling down at the side 
of his ghostly father, makes the sign of the 
cross, and asks his blessing; Pray Father, 
gwe me your blessing, for I have sinned. 
Then he says the Confiteor in Latin or in 
English , as far as mea culpa, Sfc. , through my 
fault, Sfc. 

“2. After this he accuses himself of his 
sins, either according to the order of God's 
commandments, or such other order as he 

finds most helpful to his memory ; adding 
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after each sin, the number of times that he 
has been guilty of it, and such circumstances 
as may very considerably aggravate the guilt; 
but carefully abstaining from such as are 
impertinent or unnecessary, and from excuses 
and long narrations. 

“ 3. After he has confessed all that he can 
remember, he may conclude with this or the 
like form : For these, and all other my sins , 
which I cannot at this present call to my re- 
membrance, I am heartily sorry ; puiposc 
amendment for the future ; most humbly ask 
pardon of God, and penance and absolution 
of you, my ghostly father; and so he may 
finish his Cortfitcor, and then give attentive 
ear to the instructions and advice of his con- 
fessor, and humbly accept of the penance en- 
joined by him. 

“ 4. Whilst the priest gives him absolution, 
let him bow down his head, and with great 
humility call upon God for mercy ; and beg 
of him that he would be pleased to pronounce 
the sentence of absolution in heaven, whilst 
his minister absolves him upon earth. 

“5. Alter confession, let the penitent return 
to his prayers, and after having heartily given 
God thanks for having admitted him by the 
means of this sacrament to the grace of recon- 
ciliation, and received him like the prodigal 
child, returning home, let him make an offer- 
ing of his confession to Jesus Christ, begging 
pardon for whatever defects he may have 
been guilty of in it; offering up his resoiu- 
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tions to his Savour, and begging graoe that 
he may put them in execution. 

“ 6. Let him be careful to perform his 
penance in due time, and in a penitential 
spirit.} 


A Prayer after Confession. 

0 ALMIGHTY and most merciful God, who, 
according to the multitude of thy tender mer- 
cies, hast vouchsafed once more to receive 
this prodigal child, after so many times going 
astray from Thee, and to admit him to this 
sacrament of reconciliation; I give Thee 
thanks with all the powers of my soul, for 
this and all thy other mercies, graces, and 
blessings bestowed on me, the most unworthy 
of all sinners; and prostrating myself now at 
Thy sacred feet, I offer myself to be hence- 
forward for ever Thine. O! let nothing in 
life or death evermore separate me from Thee. 

1 once more renounce with my whole soul, 
all my treasons against Thee, and all the 
abominations and sins of my past life. I 
renew my promises made in baptism, and 
from this moment I dedicate my self eternally 
to thy love and service. O ! grant that for the 
time to come, I may ever fly and abhor sin 
more than death itself, and avoid all such 
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occasions and companies as have unhappily 
brought me to it; I resolve henceforth to fly 
them all, by Thy divine grace, without which, 
of myself, I can do nothing. I resolve to fly 
idleness, and to set myself a regular order 
and method of life, for the time I have yet to 
come. I beg thy blessing upon these my 
resolutions, that they may not be ineffectual, 
like so many others I have formerly made ; 
for, 0 Lord, without Thee, I am nothing but 
misery and sin. Supply also, by Thy mercy, 
whatever defects have been in this my con- 
fession. I am sensible it has been very im- 
perfect, and that I was far from having that 
true sorrow which the heinousness of my sins 
required ; but let the precious blood of Thy 
only Son make up this deficiency. Accept of 
my poor performance, such as it is, and give 
me grace to be now and always a true peni- 
tent; through the same Jesus Christ, thy 
Son, Amen.

A PREPARATORY PRAYER. 

1. Direct your intention. 

0 LORD Jesus Christ, King of everlasting 
glory, behold I desire to come to Thee this 
day, and to receive Thy body and blood in 
this heavenly sacrament, for Thy honour 
and glory, and the good of my soul : I desire 
to receive Thee, because it is Thy desire and 
Thou hast so ordained; blessed be Thy name 
for ever. I desire to come to Thee, like 
Magdalen, that I may be delivered from all 
my evils, and embrace Thee, my only good. 

1 desire to come to Thee, that I may be hap- 
pily united to Thee, that I may henceforward 
abide in Thee, and Thou in me; and that 
nothing in life or death may ever separate me 
from Thee. 

2. Commemorate the Passion of Christ . 

I DESIRE in these holy mysteries to com- 
memorate, as Thou hast commanded, all Thy 
sufferings. Thy agony and bloody sweat, Thy 
being betrayed and apprehended, all the re- 
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proaches and calumnies, all the scoffs and 
affronts, all the blows and buffets, Thou hast 
endured for me ; Thy being scourged, crown- 
ed with thorns, and loaded with a heavy cross 
for my sins, and for those of the whole 
world: Thy crucifixion and death, together 
with Thy glorious resurrection and triumph- 
ant ascension. I adore Thee and give Thee 
thanks for all Thou hast done and suffered 
for us; and for giving us, in this blessed sa- 
crament, this pledge of our redemption, this 
victim of our ransom, this body and blood 
which were offered for us. 

3. Make an Act of Faith. 

I MOST firmly believe, that in this holy 
sacrament Thou art present, verily and in- 
deed ; that here is Tby body and blood, Thy 
soul and Thy divinity ; I believe that Thou, 
my Saviour, true God and true Man, art 
really here, with all Thy treasures; that 
here Thou communioatcst Thyself to us, 
makest us partakers of the fruit of Thy pas- 
sion, and givest us a pledge of eternal life. 
I believe there cannot be a greater happiness 
than to receive Thee worthily, nor a greater 
misery than to receive Thee unworthily. All 
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this I most steadily believe, because it is what 
Thou hast taught us by Thy word and by 
Thy church. 

4. Conceive a great Fear t and humble 
yourself* 

BUT, O my God, how shall I dare approach 
to Thee ? so wretched a worm, to so infinite a 
Majesty ; so filthy a sinner, to such infinite 
purity and sanctity ! Alas ! my soul is cover* 
ed with an universal leprosy, and how shall 
I presume to embrace Thee ! My whole life 
has been nothing but misery and sin : and it 
is only by Thy mercy that I have not been 
long since in hell, which I have deserved a 
thousand times; and how shall I venture so 
much as to lift up my eyes to Thee, muoh 
less to receive Thee within my breast! I 
tremble at the sentence of Thy apostle, that 
He that receives unworthily, receives his own 
damnation; for I cannot but acknowledge 
myself infinitely unworthy; nor should I 
dare ever to come to Thee, were I not excited 
by Thy most loving and pressing invitation, 
and encouragedby Thy infinite goodness and 
mercy. It is in this mercy, which is above 
all Thy works, I put my whole trust : and 
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it is in this <5oniidence alone that I presume 
to approach Thee. Oh ! grant that it may be 
with a contrite and humble heart; for this, 1 
know, Thou wilt never despise. 

5. Make an Act of Contrition. 

LORD, I detest with my whole heart all the 
sins by which 1 have ever offended Thy di- 
vine Majesty, from the first moment that I 
was capable of sinning, to this very hour. 
I desire to lay them all down here at Thy 
feet, to be cancelled by Thy precious blood. 
What can 1 do for them, but humbly confess 
and lament them all my lifetime ! and this I 
heartily desire to do, and from this moment 
continually to cry to Thee for mercy. Hear 
me, O Lord, by that infinite love, by which 
Thou hast shed Thy blood for me ; O ! let 
not that blood be shed in vain. All my sins 
displease me now exceedingly, because they 
have offended Thy infinite goodness. By 
Thy grace I will never commit them any 
more : I am sorry for them, and will be sorry for 
them as long as I live; and,accordingto the best 
of my power, I will do penance for them. For- 
give, dear Lord, for Thy mercy’s sake : par- 
don me for all that is past ; and be Thou my 
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keeper forthe time to come, that I may never 
more offend Thee. 

6. Make an Act of Divine Love. 

0 SWEET Jesus, the God of my heart, and 
the life of my soul, as the hart pants after 
the fountains of water, so does my soul pant 
after Thee, the fountain of life, and the ocean 
of all good. I am overjoyed at the hearing 
of these happy tidings, that I may go to the 
house of the Lord; or rather, that our Lord 
is to come into my house, and take up his 
abode with me. O ! happy moments, when I 
shall be admitted to the embraces of the liv- 
ing God, for whom my poor soul languishes 
with love! O come, dear Jesus, and take 
fall possession of my heart for ever ! I offer 
it to Thee without reserve : I desire to con* 
secrate it eternally to Thee. I love Thee 
with my whole soul above all things ; at least 

1 desire so to love Thee : it is nothing less 
than infinite love that brings Thee to me. 
O ! teach me to make a suitable return of 
love. 

7. Humbly beg God's Grace. 

BUT, O my God, Thou knowest my great 
poverty and misery, and that of myself I 
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can do nothing: Thou knowest how unwor- 
thy I am of this infinite favour, and Thou 
alone canst make me worthy. O ! since 
Thou art so good as to invite me thus to 
Thyself, add this one bounty more to all the 
rest ; prepare me for Thyself. Cleanse my 
soul from its stains, cloth it with the nup- 
tial garment of charity, adorn it with all vir- 
tues, and make it a fit abode for Thee. Drive 
sin and the devil far from this dwelling, 
which Thou art here pleased to choose for 
Thyself, and make me one according to Thy 
own heart : that this heaveuly visit which 
Thou designest for my salvation, may not, 
by my unworthiness, be perverted to my 
damnation. O, let mo never be guilty of Thy 
body and blood, by an unworthy communion. 
For the sake of this same precious blood, 
which Thou hast shed for me, deliver me 
from so great an evil : 0 ! rather let me die 
ten thousand deaths, than thus presume to 
crucify Thee again. 


8. Implore the Prayers of the blessed Virgin 
and of the Saints. 



O ALL ye blessed angels and saints of God, 
who see him face to face, whom I 
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receive under these humble veils; and thou 
most especially, ever blessed Virgin, Mother 
of the same God and Saviour, in whose sacred 
womb he was conceived and borne for nine 
months: T most humbly beg the assistance 
of your prayers and intercession, that I may 
in such manner receive him here in this place 
of banishment, as to be brought one day to 
enjoy him with you in our true country, and 
there to praise him and to love him for ever. 

[“Prepare to receive the body of your 
Saviour Jesus Christ with a lively faith, pro- 
found humility, .and a heart inflamed with 
love. On receiving him, cast yourself at his 
sacred feet, adore him, praise him, and give 
him thanks for coming to see so unworthy a 
sinner, inviting all heaven and earth to ioin 
you in praising his holy name. Offer him 
your heart and soul, that you may henceforth 
love him and serve him for ever: and peti- 
tion for every favour and grace you stand in 
need of for yourself, your friends, and the 
whole world.”] - 

Aspirations after Communion . 
BEHOLD, O Lord, I have Thee now, who 
hast all tilings : I possess Thee, who possessest 
all things, and who canst do all things; take 
off my heart then, O my God and my All,

God ! and out of the treasures of Thy bounty 
succour my needy soul. 

O my Lord and God, behold I am Thy 
servant; give me understanding, and excite 
my affections, that I may henceforward in all 
things know and do Thy will. 

Thou art the Lamb of God, the Lamb with- 
out spot, who takest away the sins of the 
world ; O, take away from me whatsoever is 
hurtfhl to me, and displeasing to Thee, and 
give me what Thou knowestto be pleasing to 
Thee and profitable to me.

O my God and myall, may the sweet flame 
of Thy love consume my soul, that so I may 
die to the world for the love of Thee, who 
hast vouchsafed to die upon the cross for the 
love of me. 

Acts of Devotion , Praise, and Thanksgiving, 
after Communion. 

O MY sweet Jesus, my Creator and my Re- 
deemer, my God and my all, whence is this 
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to me, that my Lord, and so great a Lord, 
whom heaven and earth cannot contain, 
should come into this poor cottage, this house 
of clay of my earthly habitation ! O, that I 
could give Thee a hearty welcome! O that I 
could entertain Thee as I ought ! 

O ! what return shall I make to Thee, 

0 Lord, for all Thou hast done for me. Be- 
hold! when I had no being at all. Thou 
hast created me : and when I was gone astray, 
and lost in my sins, Thou hast redeemed 
me, by dying for me ; all that I have, all that 

1 am, is thy gift ; and now after all thy other 
favours, Thou hast given me thyself; blessed 
be Thy name for ever. Thou art great, 0 
Lord, and exceedingly to be praised ; great 
are Thy works, and of Thy wisdom there is 
no end : but Thy tender mercies, Thy bounty 
and goodness to me, are above all Thy 
works : these I desire to confess and extol for 
ever. Bless then thy Lord, O my soul, and 
let all that is within thee praise aud magnify 
his name. Bless thy Lord, O my soul, and 
see thou never forget all that He has done 
for thee. O all ye works of the Lord, bless 
the Lord, praise aud glorify him for ever. O 
all ye angels of the Lord, bless the Lo 
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Bless the Lord, all ye saints, and let the 
whole church of heaven and earth join in 
praising and giving him thanks for all his 
mercies and graces to me ; and so in some 
measure supply for what is due from me. 
But as all this still foils short of what is 
owing to Thee from me for Thy infinite love, 
I offer to Thee, O eternal Father, this same 
Son of thine, whom thou hast given me, and 
his thanksgiving, which is of infinite value, 
and this I am sure Thou wilt acoept of. 
Look not then upon my insensibility and 
ingratitude, but upon the face of Thy Christ;

to make to Thee. 

An Oblation after Communion. 

O FATHEB of mercies, and God of all con- 
solation, how hast Thou loved us, to whom 
Thou hast given thy only begotten Son, once 
for our ransom, and daily for the food of our 
souls ! What can I, a wretched creature, re- 
turn to Thee for this infinite charity? Verily, 
nothing else but this same beloved Son of 
Thine, whom Thou hast given to me, and 
surely Thou oouldstgive me nothing greater, 
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or more woi-thy of thyself. Him, then, I 
offer to Thee, O heavenly Father, with whom 
Thou art always well pleased ; him whom 
Thou hast lovingly delivered up to death for 
me, and given me in this most holy sacra- 
ment, which we frequent for the everlasting 
memorial of his death. He is our high priest 
and victim ! he is the propitiation for the sins 
of the whole world : he is our advocate and in- 
tercessor. Look down then upon him, and 
for his sake look down upon me, and upon us 
all. Remember all his sufferings, which he 
endured here in this mortal life, his bitter 
anguish, his mortal agony and bloody sweat, 
all the injuries and affronts, all the blows and 
stripes, all the bruises and wounds that he re- 
ceived for us. Kemember his death, which 
Thou wast pleased should be the fountain of 
our life, and for the sake of his sacred pas- 
sion have mercy on us. Receive, O holy 
Father, almighty and everlasting God, this \ 
holy and unspotted victim, which I here 
offer Thee in uuion with that love with 
which he offered himself to Thee upon the 
altar of the cross; receive him in the praise 
and glory of Thy name; in thanksgiving for 
all the benefits bestowed on me, and on all 
H 
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mankind; in satisfaction also for all my 
sins, and the benefit of Thy whole Church, 
and the refreshment and comfort of all Thy 
faithful, living and dead; through the same 
Lord Jesus Christ, thy Son. 

And turning myself to Thee, O my dear 
Lord and Saviour, who hast here given me 
thyself, I would gladly make some suitable 
return to Thee for this infinite love ; I would 
gladly make Thee some offering, in acknow- 
ledgement of this rich present Thou hast 
made me, but alas ! Thou knowest my po- 
verty; Thou knowest I have nothing worthy 
of Thy acceptance ; nothing but what, upon 
a thousand titles, is already Thine. But, O 
my God, suoh is Thy goodness, Thou wilt 
be contented with the little that I can give 
Thee, though it be thine already: Thou 
askest nothing but my heart, and this I here 
most willingly offer Thee : O, be pleased to 
accept of it, and make it wholly thine for 
ever. I offer Thee here my whole being ; my 
body, with all its senses, and my soul, with 
all its powers; that as Thou hast at present 
honoured them both by Thy presence, so 
they may be both Thy temple for ever. O ! 
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sanctify and consecrate eternally to thyself 
this mansion, which Thou hast this day 
chosen for Thy abode. I give Thee my 
memory, that it may be for ever recollected 
in Thee ! my understanding, that it may be 
always enlightened and directed by Thy 
truth ; and my will, that it may be ever con- 
formable to thine, and ever bum with love 
of Thee. O! take me entirely into thy hands, 
with all that I have, and all that I am : and 
let nothing henceforward, in life or death, 
ever separate me any more from Thee. Amen. 

Petitions after Communion. 

0 MOST merciful Saviour, behold I have 
presumed to receive Thee this day into my 
house, relying on Thy infinite goodness and 
mercy, and hoping, like Zaccheus, to obtain 
Thy benediction. But, alas ! with how little 
preparation ! with how little devotion ! From 
my heart I beg pardon for my great un- 
worthiness, and for my innumerable sins, 
which I detest for the love of Thee, and 

1 desire to detest for ever. O ! wash them 
all away with Thy precious blood; for 
thou art the Lamb of God, that takest away 
the sins of the world; and one drop of F 
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blood, which Thou hast shed for us, is more 
than enough to cancel the sins of ten thou- 
sand worlds. 

Thou seest, O searcher of hearts, all my 
maladies, and all the wounds of my soul; 
Thou knowest how prone I am to evil, and 
how backward and sluggish to good. Thou 
seest this self-love, that tyrannizes over my 
soul, which is so deeply rooted in my corrupt 
nature, and branches out into so many vices, 
so much pride and vanity, so much passion 
and envy, so much covetousness and worldly 
solicitude, so much sensuality and concu- 
piscence. O! what can heal all these my 
evils, but Thou, the true physician of my 
soul, who givest me Thy body and blood in 
this blessed sacrament, as a sovereign medi- 
cine for all my infirmities, and a sovereign 
balsam for all my wounds! Dispel, dear 
Jesus, the darkness of ignorance and error 
from my understanding, by Thy heavenly 
light ; drive away the corruption and malice 
of my will, by the fire of divine love and 
charity : restrain all the motipns of concupis- 
cence, and all the irregular sallies of passion, 
that they may no more prevail over me: 
strengthen my weakness with heavenly for- 
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titude; destiny this hellish monster of self- 
love, with its many heads, or at least chain 
down this worst of all my enemies, that it may 
no longer usurp the empire of my soul, which 
belongs to Thee, and which Thou hast taken 
possession of this day ; cut off the heads of 
this beast, and particularly that which annoys 
me most, and which is my predominant 
passion; stand by me henceforward in all 
my temptations, that I may never more be 
overcome : remove from me all dangerous 
occasions, and grant me this one favour, that 
I may rather die a thousand deaths than live 
to offend Thee mortally. 

O my Jesus, Thou.art infinitely rich, and 
all the treasures of divine grace are locked 
up in Thee : those treasures Thou bringest 
with Thee, when Thou comest to visit us in 
this blessed sacrament, and Thou takest an 
infinite pleasure in opening them to us, to 
enrich our poverty. This gives me the con- 
fidence to present Thee now with my petitions, 
and to beg of Thee those graces and virtues 
which I very much stand in need of, as Thou 
best knowest. O ! increase and strengthen 
my belief in Thy heavenly truths, and grant 
that henceforward I may ever live by faith 
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and be guided by the maxims of Thy gospel. 
Teach me to be pom* in spirit, and take off 
my heart from the love of these transitory 
things, and ix it upon eternity: teach me by 
Thy divine example, and by Thy most effi- 
cacious grace, to be meek and humble of 
heart, and in patience to possess my soul. 
Grant that I may ever keep my body and 
soul chaste and pure from the corruptions of 
lust; that I may ever bewail my past sins, 
and by a daily mortification, restrain all 
irregular inclinations and passions for the 
future. Above all things, teach me to love 
Thee, teach me to be ever recollected in Thee, 
and to walk always in Thy presence: teach 
me to love my friends in Thee, and my ene- 
mies for Thee ; grant me to persevere to the 
end in Thy love, and so to come one day to 
that happy place, where I may love and e^joy 
Thee for ever. 

Have mercy also on my parents, friends, 
and benefactors, and all those for whom I am 
in any ways bound to pray, that we may all 
love Thee and faithfully serve Thee. Have 
mercy on Thy whole church, and on all the 
clergy and religious men and women, that 
all may live up to their calling, and sanctify 
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Thy name. Give Thy grace and blessing 
to all princes and magistrates, and to all 
Christian people; convert all unbelievers 
and sinners, and bring all strayed sheep back 
to Thy fold ; particularly have mercy on N.

Instructions and Devotions for the Sick. 

“ 1. IF you are attacked by any considerable 
illness, let your first care be to send for your 
spiritual physician, and settle the state of 
your souL This is much better done in the 
beginning of your sickness than afterwards, 
when the strength of the fever, or the quality 
of the remedies, may render a person abso- 
lutely unfit for so great a work- Sickness is 
often sent for a punishment of sin, and there- 
fore a sincere repentance and confession of 
sins, is often a more effectual means of reco- 
very than any other. 

“2. If you have not your will already 
made, as it is prudent you ought, let this also 
be done in the beginning of your siokness, 
that so, having settled your temporal affairs, 
you may apply your soul, without disturb- 
ance, to the spiritual. 

“ 3. Engage your best friends to give you 
timely notice, if your distemper be dangerous, 
and not to flatter you with the hopes of life, 
when there are little or no grounds for hope. 
Making the best use you can of that time 
which, perhaps, is to be your last. Admit 
but of few visits, nor of any other discourse, 
hut such as may be for your soul’s profit. 

“ 4. Take proper care for the discharge of 
your debts, and all other obligations incum- 
bent upon you; and this as much as may be 
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in the beginning also of your sickness : for- 
give all those who have any way injured you, 
and ask pardon of those you have injured. 

“ 5. Receive your sickness from the hand 
of God with a perfect resignation to his holy 
will, as a just 'punishment of your offences. 
Frequently offer yourself up to him, and beg 
that he would give you patience, and sanctify 
your sufferings, and that he would accept of 
all your pains and uneasinesses. In union 
with the sufferings of your Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, in deduction of the punishment due 
to your sins. 

“ 6. Often procure some friend to read to 
you such prayers as are most effective ; and 
most proper for your present condition ; es- 
pecially the Penitential Psalms, the Litanies, 
Acts of the Love of God, of Patience and Re- 
signation, &c. 

“ 7. Have the Crucifix, or picture of Christ 
crucified, always before your eyes! think 
often upon his passion, hide yourself in 
spirit in his wounds, and embrace his feet 
with all the affections of your soul. 

“ 8. Aim, as much as you can, at a peni- 
tential spirit, during your sickness : often cry 
to God for mercy, and make frequent acts of 
contrition for your sins. St. Augustine used 
to say, that no Christian, however innocent 
his life might have been, ought to venture to 
die in any other state than that of a penitent." 
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A Prayer proper to be daily repeated in time 
ofSickncts. 

LORD Jesus Christ, behold I receive this 
sickness, with which Thou art pleased to 
visit me, as coming from Thy fatherly hand. 
It is Thy will it should be thus with me, and 
therefore I submit: Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.
